Ajthough . Ill He Defends Himeelf 
Ably Until ‘Help Arrives ‘and Valdt- 
Is Taken to Bellevue. 


Col. John Schuyler Crosby, bromin®nt-in 
the principal battles in the civil war and’ 
hero of many’ Indian wars, including te 
best of Gen. Custer’s fights, was attacked ] 
When ill in bed in his home at 206:West 
Fitty-second Street, ldst. night by Iwa 
Mago, his’ Japanesé valet; who became 
suddenly .insane. The Colonel, although 
ill, leaped from his.bed and ‘wrestled with 
his valet until help ‘came. ; 

Before making; the attack the. Japanese 
armed himself with a short knife from 
the Colonel's big. collection: of old weap- 
ons. Despite, the unexpectedness of the 
attack and despite. his seventy-four years, 
Col .Crosby was able to ward off. the 
attack. and. to overpower the. frenzied-ser- 
vant befere any wound could be inflicted. 

The Japanese was later carried strug- 
gling “to “Bellevue Hospital,?:where, at 
midnight, he was’in the psychopathic ward 
under strict opservation., Col. Crosby was 
vastly stirred up. by the‘incident, but be- 
yohd this, -Dr. Bolling ‘Lee, his physician, 
did not feel that ne was-much the worse 
for the ericounter. 

The Japanese valet’ had been employed 
by: Col. Crosby for scyen years. In that 
time he had proved himself swift, silent, 
and efficient, and ‘Col, Crosby could never 
bear to part from him, despite .the fact 
that the man: was given.to occasional out- 
bursts that sometimes became Molent.’ 

The attack last night ‘was hot utterly 
without warning. "On Saturday. hight, 
when. the Colonel: ordered.) his supper 
brought to his bedroom, the: Japanese ref 
volted, and in a burst of temper began to 
sling’ chiria * and’ brassware about - until 
he had caused ‘no little damage. in *the 
apartment. However, he subsided’ finally 
and served the supper docilely “enough 
without.-any further sign of rebeHion.
